The alarm was received about 
3 o'clock Sunday morning and in 
a few minutes nine high pressure 
hose lines were in use, fighting the

o'clock and firemen did not halt

day. A heavy fire wall between 
he doomed building and the news- 
paper offices Is credited with sav- 
ng .that structure, along with the 
work of the fire department.

A suggestion that private land 
owners and the- federal govern- 
ment might chip in 50-50 to carry 
out certain projects in connection 
with the $4,880,000,000 work and 
relief drive was being studied to 
day by high officials. 


The suggestion, which did not 
originate within the government, 
it was 
said, 
but from 
outside 
sources, was that there are many 
projects associated with "public 
interest" which might thus be car- 
ried out. 
What the decision of the author- 
ities would be was not disclosed. 
The idea, as outlined in authori- 


tative cources, is that the 
govern- 
ment make the same offer to pri- 
vate land owners as it does to 
states in regard to road building- 
half payment by each party ol 
the cost of developments to be 
used by the public. 
Under the plan private individ- 


uals would be asked to submil 
projects such as disease, pest, and 
weed 
eradication, 
semi-private 


roads and trails, wild life sanctu- 
aries open to the public, parks for 
partial public use, and lakes and 
streams open to public fishing.

WASHINGTON, April 22.— 
Senator Long (D-La) told the sen- 
tte today Louisiana might refuse 
,o pay federal taxes if the Roose- 
velt administration withheld relief 
and public works funds from that 
state. 
In a 40-mlnute speech bristling 
with denunciation 
of 
Secretary 
Ickes and Harry L. Hopkins, re- 
ief administrator, Long asserted: 
"The president has set up a Bos- 
;on tea party of his own. He thinks 
ic will draw out taxes from the 
states and withhold returns to them 
f they refuse to yield to'his die- 
:ates." 
He paused, then added: • 
"There might be another kind of 
a tea party. That tea party can 
work both ways, don't forget. You 
strip the states of their sovereignty 
n one way, and they will strip 
themselves of their obligations to 
pay the debts in another." 
Crowded galleries heard Long, 
dressed in a new light summer suit, 
make his promised reply to Ickes. 
3oon after he sat down Senator 
Schall (R-Minn), persistent critic 
of the new deal,-accused the presi- 
dent of "wanting no help from 
God" in directing the nation. 
Schall told the senate a young 


Bible student from St. Paul, nam- 
ed Henry J. Barrow, Jr., had re- 
cently visited "our smiling presi- 
dent to urge him to set aside five 
minutes for prayer for the nation's 
;roubles, and against the impend- 
ng drought." 
"The garduians at the portals of 


his august majesty informed this 
young religious zealot that the pres- 
ident could take care of the situa- 
tion, that he wanted no help from 
God," Schall said. 
In short, if his eaibitions arc 


fulfilled and they s^m upon the 
verge of being fulfilled, he will be- 
come God as Lenin has been sub- 
stituted in the U. S. S. R., for the 
divinity."

right to a proportionate 
share of the relief money 
and will be out of pocket 
f it doesn't urge its claims. 


Let us hope, though, that 


there is a 
higher motive 


than this in every state, 
eity and village. The great 
aim of the work relief fund 
is to get the bulk of the re- 
maining unemployed, really 
off the dole, first through 
the direct federal expend- 
iture and then through the 
collateral business improve- 
ment that such expenditure 
is expected to produce. 


The government's part in 


this' big drive is the first 
part. The second part is 
local and private. The big 
federal effort will fail un- 
less local business enter- 
prise, as business improves 
doet its best to aborb those 
on government work be- 
fore fnderal funds are ex- 
hausted.

he 


took it over, the Times had 
9,000 circulation. Today it 
has almost a hundred times 
that much, employs 4,000 
persons—including 500 in 
the editorial department— 
and its annual expenditure 
for cable tolls alone is in 
excess of $500,000. 


Adolph S. Ochs typified 


the America that is—or vyas 
—the land of opportunity. 
By the exercise of industry 
and brains he journeyed far 
on the road to success. His 
education he obtained in a 
printshop, and there is no 
better. At twenty he was 
publisher of the Chattanoo- 
ga Times, a newspaper he 
continued to own until his 
death. 


Maintaining: a strict cen- 


sorship of advertising in

York Times from the day

newspaper, Ochs was not 
narrow-minded nor bigoted. 
Patent medicine could not 
be advertised in his news- 
paper but .whisky; could..

The production curve was 
expected to start downward 
a month ago, but with little 
hesitation from time to time 
it has continued upward. A 
million cars were made in 
the first three months of 
the year. So far this month 
there has been no sign of 
a decline. Several manufac- 
turers have 
more 
orders 


than they can fill. Some are 
opening new plants. Ford 
has' such faith in the fu- 
ture that he has opened 
branch plants long closed, 
and is building a new steel 
mill. 


Thus it seems that the au- 


tomotive industry, for the 
third time, is leading the 
way to prosperity after a 
business depression. 


Many observers are pess- 


imistic about the general 
business situation, in spite 
of this phenomenal revival. 
They point to the stagnant 
building industry, a current 
decline in steel production 
and certain other bearish 
factors. Some insist, too that. 
none of the business recov- 
ery 
represents anything 


more than the stimulus of 
government money poured 
into circulation. 


It is hard to take this last 


view seriously, because re- 
cent estimates of the nation- 
al income show a gain, since 
the bottom of the depres- 
sion, for greater than the 
government's expenditures,* 
and there are 
many evi- 


dences of a "ground swell" 
of business activity based 
on new buying power.

Eleven counts in the 23 page 
indictment charge the defendants 
with violating the U. S. Internal 
Revenue law through possession 
of a still, carrying on the busi- 
ness of distillers, manufacture of 
liquor, possession of mash, trans- 
portation, 
aid 
in 
transporting, 


concealing, aid In 
concealment, 


carrying on the business of re- 
tailer liquor dealers, carrying on 
the business of wholesale liquor 
dealers, and conspiracy. 


The indictment lists 84 overt 


acts, the earlier occurlng in 1926 
when Sheriff Irvin allegedly gave 
the late Bill Herman exclusive 
rights to wholesale 
liquor 
in 


Lamb county for the sum of $200 
a month. The Indictment charges 
that Sheriff Irvin told Herman 
that he would raid anyone "that 
was not purchasing their whiskey 
and other liquor from Bill Her- 
man." 


Pretended Search. 
It was charged that the sheriff, 


once visiting at the Herman resi- 
dence, hid when he saw some 
customers coming into the place; 
that on another, occasion he pre- 
tended to search the house in or- 
der to impress certain persons 
who had come to buy whiskey. 


The indictment alleges that In 


1927 
Sheriff Irvin agreed to- allow 


Bill Herman to set up and op- 
erate a whisky still "for consid- 
eration to be paid in money; that 
on some date in 1928 Mrs. Bill 
Herman paid approximately $75 
to Sheriff Irvin, 
and that on 


November 16, 1929, Vernon Her- 
man paid approlmately $1,760 to 
the sheriff. 


On December 25, 1933, after the 


death of Bill Herman, Sheriff Ir- 
vin asked Vernon Herman to take 
over the bootlegging racket in 
selling and handling whisky un- 
der Irvin's protection in 
Lan)b 


county, the Indictment sets out. 


Thcreatens Federal Officers 


On several occasions Sheriff Ir- 


vin was alleged to have threaten- 
ed federal officers. 
The 
indict- 


ment sets out that on some date 
during December of 1933 the sher- 
iff made the statement, in a pub- 
lic place, that he would give $100 
to get certain feder&rt officers out 
to a place where he (Irvin) could 
use a gun on them. On that oc- 
casion, states the indictment, Ir- 
vin "used opprobrious and offen- 
sive epithets in referring to the 
federal officers." 


On October 15. 1933, the Indict- 


ment charges, Sheriff Irvin told 
Vernon Herman he believer Her- 
man and the "federal 
officers 


were trying to get Irvin tied up;" 
that "If the federal officers ever 
came to get him they had better 
come with both guns as he (Ir- 
vin) 
was ready for them and that 
he was going to run Lamb county 
arid those federal officers had to 
stay out." 


Warned of Federal Officer. 
During November of that year 


Irvin was alleged to have warned 
another .defendant to "be rather 
careful just then while bootleg- 
ging whisky as Irvin was of the 
opinion there was a federal offi- 
cer In town." 
The indictment further charges 
that Sheriff Irvin invited Claude 
B. Cooper, chief of the Internal 
revenue department in Texas, to

bunch, that he (Irvin) was get- 
ting tired of the federals snoop- 
ing around In Lamb county and 
that it had to stop and that he 
(Irvin) was going to run Lamb 
county." 
This conversation was alleged 


to have been made in a long dis- 
tance call to Austin where Coop- 
er had his headquarters. 


The latest of" the overt acts 
sets out that In February of this 
year one of the other defendants 
"sold some whisky under the pro- 
tection of Sheriff Irvin." 


Perjury Indictment. 
The perjury indictment against 


Vernon Herman charged that he 
had first stated, and then denied, 
that he and his father had agreed 
to pay Sheriff Irvin and Deputy 
Sheriff Walraven the sum of $600 
a month and $2 a gallon "for pro- 
tection." 


Bill Herman later died while
